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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 46-49, 51-56, 58-63 and 65 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to anticipate, teach or otherwise render 
obvious the combination of limitations recited in the independent claims. In 
particular, the limitation reciting, "... by filtering the structured document for 
printing to remove an element associated with a first Uniform Resource Identifier 
(URI) that is not located within the domain identified by a second URI by which 
the structured document was retrieved prior to being displayed within the browser 
window." This feature describes the filtering out of URI-linked content where the 
URI is "foreign" to the domain from which the structured document originated. 
For example, this could be used to filter out advertisements that originated 
(according to their URI) from a different domain than the web page; while 
keeping advertisements originating from the same domain as the web page. 
Thus, "foreign" ads would be removed and would not be printed, saving printer 
resources. The prior art does not teach this.
